5" Judicial District —=DCS 40 Bed Expansion at Fort Des Moines

The Fifth Judicial District and specifically, Polk County receives 30% of all parolees released from
the prison system each year. Additionally, according to the ICON system the Fifth Judicial
District has 25% of all high risk offenders for the state of lowa. In Polk County alone, not
counting specialty units such as youthful offenders, drug court offenders and sex offenders
there are 650 high risk intensive level offenders who are in need of high risk services. Most of
the 650 high risk offenders are included on regular caseloads that are not always geared for
intensive supervision expectations.

The Crime and Justice Institute (Boston) and Abt Associates (Cambridge, Massachusetts)
included Polk County in a national recidivism research study in 2007 and published their findings
in April of 2010. The research found that reduced caseloads along with immediate
consequences did reduce not only recidivism but violent recidivism by 50 percent after 3 years.
Due to budget reductions over the last 7 years, the 5" District no longer has the number of
intensive supervision officers or high risk unit officers to monitor this type of high risk offender.
While this proposal will not duplicate the resources that have been lost through budget cuts, we
do think that the immediate response to offender violations will give officers an alternative to
county jail and prison incarcerations thereby reducing re incarceration. If we cannot reduce
caseloads, it is imperative that we have a fast response to offender violations. | believe this
proposal will reduce the number of violators being returned to prison. Thank you.
